Son of Iran shah commits suicide in US Dutch Muslims offer to

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
youngest son of the late shah 
of Iran has committed suicide 
in his home in the United 
States, his family said yester¬ 
day. 

"It is with immense grief 
that we would like to inform 
our compatriots of the passing 
away of Prince Alireza 
Pahlavi," Reza Pahlavi, the 
shah's oldest son, said on his 
website. 

He said that his brother, 44, 
who was studying at Havard 


THE HAGUE, the Nether¬ 
lands — The whaling season 
has seen its first skirmishes be¬ 
tween Japanese whalers and 
Sea Shepherd anti-whaling ac¬ 
tivists.

Japan has called on the

In a 
joint statement they expressed 
regret that the Japanese fleet 
continues to kill whales. 

The Japanese whalers and 
the conservationists clashed 
last weekend in the Pacific 
Ocean, close to Antarctica. The 
Japanese crew managed to 
hold off Sea Shepherd’s speed¬ 
boats using water cannon as 
they tried to snare the Japanese 
vessel’s propellers with float¬ 
ing cables. No one was injured. 

The skirmishes were the 
first of this whaling season, 
which runs from December to 
February. The Japanese 
whalers say Australia and the 
Netherlands should take action 
against Sea Shepherd - two of 
the organisation’s vessels sail 
under a Dutch flag, while one 
is registered in Australia. 

The captain of one of the 
ships, Dutchman Alex Cor- 
nelissen, says that up to now 
no whales have been killed. 
Commercial whaling has been 
banned since 1986, and whales 
can only be killed for scientific 
purposes. Japan claims it only 
kills whales for research pur¬ 
poses, but Sea Shepherd says 
the whale meat ends up on sale 
for consumption.

AMSTERDAM, The Nether¬ 
lands — Dutch Muslims yester¬ 
day offered to guard three 
Coptic churches in the Nether¬ 
lands which have been threa¬ 
tened on an Al-Qaeda-linked 
website after a New Year's Day 
bombing killed 21 Coptic 
Christians in Egypt. 

The Dutch Muslim Coun¬ 
cil, the Council of Moroccan 
Mosques in the Netherlands 
and the Federation of Islamic 
Organisations "offer protec¬ 
tion" to three Dutch Coptic 
churches which were among 
50 in Egypt and Europe threa¬ 
tened on a list on an Al-Qaeda- 
linked website, they said in a 
statement. 

The Dutch Islamic groups 
promised to ensure that "Mus¬ 
lims are ready to guard the 
three churches, in Amsterdam, 
Utrecht and Eindhoven, 
against the threat by Al- 
Qaeda". 

The Netherlands counts 


some 6,000 Coptic Christians, 
seven Coptic churches and 
about a million Muslims. 

The Dutch groups urged all 
Muslims to condemn the 
threat. 

"It is up to us to do so be¬ 
cause Al-Qaeda is claiming to 
act in the name of Islam. 
Christian Copts, us (Muslims), 
and all Dutch have the same 
enemy: the terrorists," the 
statement said. "We can't sleep 
at the idea that Christian Copts 
may be attacked here, in the 
Netherlands." 

Pastor Arsenious El Bara- 
mousy of the Amsterdam Cop¬ 
tic Church told AFP he had 
contacted the police "who are 
taking measures" ahead of the 
orthodox Christmas to be cel¬ 
ebrated on Friday. 

Utrecht police confirmed 
they had upped security 
around the city's Coptic 
church.

The find was then verified 
by two US-based amateur as¬ 
tronomers before being re¬ 
ported to the International 
Astronomical Union's Cen¬ 
tral Bureau for Astronomical 
Telegrams. 

Supernovae are massive 
stars that run out of fuel, col¬ 
lapse under the weight of 
their own gravity and become 
an ultra-dense object known 
as a neutron star. 

They then send out a 
shockwave that rips the star 
apart and leaves a sizzling 
cauldron of radiation. 

These colossal events are 
among the most thrilling phe¬ 
nomena for astronomers and 
are detected when the high- 
energy explosion creates a 
dramatic flare that eventually 
fades.

They in turn have a com¬ 
plex interaction with a climate 
pattern, the North Atlantic Os¬ 
cillation, which has a domi¬ 
nant impact on weather in 
Europe and North America. 

Scientists have pointed to 
a disruption or shifts in the 
oscillation as an explanation 
for moist or harsh winters in 
Europe, or severe summer 
droughts such as in Russia, in 
recent years. 

One of the five scientists, 
Carsten Schubert, of the 
Swiss Federal Institute of Ac- 
quatic Sciences and Technol¬ 
ogy (EAWAG), underlined 
that for nearly 2,000 years the 
sub polar Labrador current 
off northern Canada and 
Newfoundland was the dom¬ 
inant force. 

However that pattern ap¬ 
peared to have only been re¬ 
peated occasionally in recent 
decades. 

"The researchers suspect 
there is a direct connection 
between the changes in 
oceanic currents in the North 
Atlantic and global warming 
caused by human activities," 
said EAWAG in a statement.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Nine 
in 10 Americans say their diet 
is healthy but only a quarter 
limit the amount of fat or sugar 
they eat, and two-thirds don't 
eat enough fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles, a poll found. 

"Americans tend to give 
themselves high marks for 
healthy eating, but when we 
asked how many sugary 
drinks, fatty foods, and fruits 
and veggies they consumed, 
we found that their definition 
of healthy eating was question¬ 
able," said Nancy Metcalf of 
Consumer Reports Health, 
which conducted the poll. 

Of the 1,234 American 
adults polled, 89.7 percent said 
their diet was "somewhat" 
(52.6 percent), "very" (31.5 
percent), or "extremely" 
healthy (5.6 percent). 

But 43 percent of the sur¬ 
vey respondents said they 
drank at least one sugary soda 
or other sweetened drink every 
day, and just one in four said 
they limited sweets, sugars or 
fats in their diet, the poll con¬ 
ducted in early November 
found. 

Four in 10 Americans said 
they ate "pretty much every¬ 
thing" or "mostly everything" 
that they wanted, the poll 
found. 

Few count calories or 
weigh themselves, but when

weight or obese, but 
their BMIs suggested they 
were not. 

One in three US adults is 
obese, and losing weight is the 
second most popular new 
year's resolution this year after 
quitting smoking, according to 
a poll published last week by 
the Marist College Institute for 
Public Opinion. 

Three in 10 Americans sur¬ 
veyed by Consumer Reports 
said they eat five or more serv¬ 
ings of fresh fruit or vegetables 
daily, as recommended by 
health officials. 

When they were asked why 
they didn't eat more vegeta¬ 
bles, the most common reason 
given by the poll respondents 
was that they thought they con¬ 
sumed enough already. 

The next most commonly 
cited reason for not eating the 
recommended amount of veg¬ 
gies was that they are hard to 
store or spoil too quickly — an 
excuse given by 29 percent of 
Americans. 

Seventeen percent said 
someone in their household 
didn’t like vegetables, the 
same number said vegetables 
take too long to prepare or are 
too difficult to prepare, and 14 
percent said fresh vegetables 
are too expensive. 

Thirteen percent said, quite 
simply, they don’t like vegeta¬ 
bles. 



Footballer's death stirs Israel organ 
donor debate 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - In life, 
football icon Avi Cohen in¬ 
spired thousands of young Is¬ 
raelis, but his death last week 
proved divisive because of a 
deep rift in the Jewish state over 
life-saving organ donations. 

Cohen, a former national 
team captain and the first Is¬ 
raeli to play professional foot¬ 
ball in England, was mortally 
injured in a Tel Aviv motorcy¬ 
cle accident and declared 
brain-dead several days later. 

But even though the 54- 
year-old Cohen had signed a 
donor card while still alive, 
when doctors asked his wife 
and family for permission to 
harvest his organs, they re¬ 
fused. 

The news sparked a heated 
debate in Israel, which has a 
low rate of organ donation 
compared to Western nations, 
amid reports the family was 
pressured by a group of ultra- 
Orthodox rabbis who oppose 
the practice. 

Supporters of organ dona¬ 
tions have proposed a series of 


legal reforms to encourage the 
practice, including a contro¬ 
versial call to make donated 
organs available only to those 
who are themselves prepared 
to donate. 

At the core of the ultra-Or- 
thodox objections is the belief 
that a person is alive until their 
heart stops, and not when de¬ 
clared brain dead, said Daniel 
Sperling, an expert on medical 
ethics at Hebrew University's 
School of Public Policy. 

While some mainstream 
rabbis, including Israel's 
Sephardic Chief Rabbi Shlomo 
Amar, have supported the 
process, many other leading 
rabbis have refused. 

As a result, Israel has low 
organ donation rates, with only 
about 10 percent of the popu¬ 
lation registered as organ 
donors — and in many cases, 
families refuse to honour their 
wishes, Sperling said.- 

Critics say the rabbis who 
adhere to ancient law are out of 
touch with the advances of 
modern medicine and accuse 


them of negligence, noting that 
about 100 Israelis die each 
year waiting for transplants. 

But critics say opponents of 
organ donation have no com¬ 
punction about receiving or¬ 
gans. They want Israel to 
assume automatic consent for 
organ donation, requiring 
those opposed to "opt out." 

"At the same time, should a 
person who has opted out of 
the programme need an organ 
transplant he will be told that 
due to his objection to organ 
harvesting he will not receive 
one," wrote commentator Jeff 
Barak in the Jerusalem Post. 

Cohen's wife said she made 
her decision for private rea¬ 
sons. "The decision was mine, 
I wanted Avi whole," she said. 

"We will never know what 
good his organs could have 
done. We do know that the 
ease with which his firm desire 
to do that good was disre¬ 
garded is untenable," wrote the 
Jerusalem Post. 


Palestinian psychiatrist wins Olof 
Palme Prize 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden 
(AFP) - Palestinian psychia¬ 
trist Eyad El-Sarraj won the 
2010 Olof Palme Prize for his 
"self-sacrificing and indefati¬ 
gable struggle for common 
sense, reconciliation, and 
peace" in the Middle East, the 
Swedish jury said. 

El-Sarraj, who in 1977 be¬ 
came the first psychiatrist to 
practice in Gaza, is the 
founder of the Gaza Commu¬ 
nity Mental Health Pro¬ 
gramme (GCMHP), a 
non-governmental organisa¬ 
tion focused on improving 
the mental well-being in the 
Palestinian community. 

The 66-year-old psychia¬ 
trist has "in his professional 
and political work... stood on 
the side of the individual 
human being, regardless of 
nationality, gender or social 
position," the Olof Palme 
Memorial Fund said in a 
statement. "He has brought 
into the light the destructive 
influence of repression on 
mental health. He has shown 
the connections arising be¬ 


tween confinement, hopeless¬ 
ness, desperation and vio¬ 
lence, and how this is 
neglected by both Palestinian 
and Israeli authorities," it 
added. 


"I am proud and happy to 
receive this prize but I con¬ 
sider that the real heroes are 
the victims of violence, tor¬ 
ture and war, not me," he told 
AFP in the Gaza Strip.

US packaging shrinks, 
prices don’t as fuel costs 
soar 


German jobless total tops 3 min 
for December 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Blaming everything from high 
oil prices to low temperatures, 
US manufacturers are shrink¬ 
ing product sizes but not cut¬ 
ting prices, which amounts to 
a sneaky price hike, a report re¬ 
leased said. 

Popular products like Trop- 
icana orange juice, Ivory dish¬ 
washing soap and Kraft 
American cheese slices "are all 
playing the shrinking package 
game, and manufacturers are 
attributing it to rising costs for 
ingredients and energy," Con¬ 
sumer Reports said. 

When Consumer Reports 
researchers asked manufactur¬ 
ers why they have downsized 
some products, they blamed 
everything from pricier raw 
materials to last winter’s freeze 
in Florida, which resulting in 
smaller cartons of orange juice. 

Heinz sauce unit Classico 
said it has cut the amount of 
pesto sold in glass jars from 10 
ounces (283 grams) to 8.1 
ounces (230 grams), because 
of rising fuel prices. 

Pints of Haagen-Dazs ice 
cream are no longer pints, fol¬ 
lowing a weight loss diet that 
saw them fall from 16 to 14 
ounces because of higher "in¬ 
gredient and facility costs." 

The surreptitious price 


hikes are nothing new: in 
2008, amid skyrocketing 
prices for oil which is used to 
make plastic, run many a pro¬ 
duction facility and transport 
finished products to supermar¬ 
kets, Americans noticed that 
their jars of mayonnaise, tubs 
of margarine and jugs of juice 
were shrinking. 

They also notice, then as 
now, that prices were staying 
the same. 

This year, with the price of 
gasoline is at a historic high for 
the time of year of more than 
three dollars per gallon, ex¬ 
perts are warning US con¬ 
sumers to expect more 
package-shrinkage as manu¬ 
facturers try to mask increases 
in raw materials' and fuel costs 
by fiddling with product sizes. 

"Higher commodity and 
fuel costs are expected to result 
in a spike in food prices by as 
much as three percent in 
2011," said Consumer Reports 
senior editor Tod Marks. 

But because consumers are 
"more conscious of price than 
they are of package size or net 
weight of contents," manufac¬ 
turers are likely to downsize 
products rather than increase 
prices, said Edgar Dworsky, 
editor of the Mouseprint.org 
consumer advocacy website. 


BERLIN, Germany (AFP) - 
The number of people without 
work in Germany rose in De¬ 
cember for the first time in a 
year and a half, as the total 
number of jobseekers surged 
above three million, official 
figures showed. 

Unadjusted data, the bench¬ 
mark for public debate, 
showed that the jobless total 
soared by 85,000 to 3.016 mil¬ 
lion as cold temperatures 
crimped construction activity. 

The seasonally-corrected 
unemployment rate in Decem¬ 
ber nonetheless remained at 
7.5 percent, in line with an av¬ 
erage analyst forecast estab¬ 
lished by Dow Jones 
Newswires. 

That is its lowest level since 
1992. 

For 2010 as a whole, the 
unemployment rate fell to 7.7 
percent amid strong economic 
recovery, the labour office 
said, and ministers insisted that 
even better results are within 
reach. 

The unemployment rate fell 
from 8.2 percent in 2009, and 


CHICAGO (AFP) - US au¬ 
tomakers predicted strong 
sales growth this year after 
posting solid increases in 2010 
sales , with Ford up 19 per¬ 
cent, Chrysler up 17 percent 
and GM up six percent. 

Ford said it was the biggest 
winner in 2010 as it expanded 
US market share for the sec¬ 
ond year in a row to over 16 
percent with total sales of 1.9 
million vehicles. 

It was the automaker's first 
back-to-back market share in¬ 
crease since 1993 and comes 
after years of painful restruc¬ 
turing. 

Unlike General Motors and 
Chrysler - which were forced 
into bankruptcy in 2009 - Ford 
managed to survive the 2008 
financial crisis and economic 
downturn without government 
aid. 

"With our balanced line of 
high-quality, fuel-efficient 
products, we have a solid 
foundation to deliver more 
sales and improved results in 
2011," said Ken Czubay, Ford 
vice president for US market¬ 
ing, sales and service. 


improvements were seen 
across the country and in all 
age brackets, the official fig¬ 
ures showed. 

Germany, which has the 
biggest economy in Europe, 
has pulled out of its worst post¬ 
war recession and activity ex¬ 
panded last year by what might 
be the fastest rate since reuni¬ 
fication in 1990. 

"The trend is good," Labour 
Minister Ursula Von der Leyen 
told a press conference in ref¬ 
erence to unemployment that 
has been falling since mid 
2009. 

Von der Leyen was "very 
confident" of continued im¬ 
provement this year. 

Economy Minister Rainer 
Bruderle forecast "further im¬ 
provement in the labour mar¬ 
ket this year," and said in a 
statement that full employment 
was within reach. 

Von der Leyen noted mean¬ 
while that "the potential of 
people available for work is 
shrinking," in particular among 
the young, an issue highlighted 
by some business federations. 


Ford said it expects the 
global economy to expand 
three to four percent in 2011 
while global auto sales reach 
record levels of 75 to 85 mil¬ 
lion vehicles. 

Ford expects the US econ¬ 
omy to expand three to four 
percent in 2011 and industry 
sales to be in the range of 12.5 
to 13.5 million. 

However, that will still be 
significantly below the 15 to 
17 million vehicles sold every 
year from 1994 through 2007. 

GM had a more robust 
forecast for 2011 US sales — 
13 to 13.5 million vehicles - 
and said it was well positioned 
for gains after sales rose 6.3 
percent to 2.2 million vehicles 
in 2010. 

GM — which launched the 
world's biggest initial stock of¬ 
fering in November — said it 
managed to expand its market 
share in 2010 while its four re¬ 
maining brands sold 118,435 
more vehicles this year than 
the company' eight brands in 
2009. 

Chrysler attributed its solid 
gains to the business plan de- 


Germany has benefited 
from increased global trade 
and domestic demand has also 
picked up as companies went 
ahead with investment plans 
and the number of unemployed 
fell steadily last year. 

The central bank has fore¬ 
cast economic growth of 3.6 
percent for 2010, a post-reuni¬ 
fication record, followed by 
further expansion of 2.0 per¬ 
cent this year. 

ING senior economist 
Carsten Brzeski noted that on 
average, almost 40.4 million 
people had a job in Germany 
last year, the highest level ever, 
and said the rise in unemploy¬ 
ment last month would not halt 
the improving trend. 

"Recruitment plans are still 
improving and vacancies are at 
the highest level since 2007," 
he added. "Flexibilisation on 
the labour market (e.g. variable 
working hours and opt-out 
clauses in pay agreements) and 
wage constraint have enabled 
this 'miracle'," Commerzbank 
economist Eckart Tuchtfeld 
said.

French TV star accused of 
Hemingway bio plagiarism 


PARIS (AFP) - A French 
celebrity TV news anchor, who 
notoriously faked an "exclu¬ 
sive” interview with Cuban 
leader Fidel Castro, accused of 
plagiarism in his new biogra¬ 
phy of Ernest Hemingway. 

Patrick Poivre d’Arvor, a 
household name in France for 
the past three decades, was ac¬ 
cused by L'Express magazine 
of lifting around 100 pages 
from a previous biography of 
the late US novelist. 

The weekly’s website said 
PPDA, as he is popularly 
known in France, cut and 
pasted swathes of text from a 
1985 book by US author Peter 
Griffin — later translated into 
French — and passed them off 


as his own by changing them 
slightly. 

The journalist told L'Ex- 
press that he had consulted 
Griffin's book as part of his re¬ 
search but denied plagiarism. 
He was exposed in 1991 for 
using press conference footage 
and, interposing his own ques¬ 
tions, pretending it was his 
own "exclusive" interview 
with Castro. 

PPDA also got a suspended 
prison term and large fine in 
the 1990s for receiving the 
proceeds of embezzled funds. 

He presented the evening 
news on France's main private 
channel TF1 from the mid- 
1980s until 2008 and is also a 
best-selling author. 


LONDON,England (AFP) - 
Pete Postlethwaite, who earned 
an Oscar nomination for his 
role in "In the Name of the Fa¬ 
ther", has died aged 64 follow¬ 
ing a lengthy illness, a friend 
announced. 

Journalist and friend An¬ 
drew Richardson said he died 
peacefully in hospital in 
Shropshire on Sunday. 
Postlethwaite had been receiv¬ 
ing treatment for cancer. 

One of Britain's top charac¬ 
ter actors, he starred in films 
such as "The Usual Suspects", 
"The Lost World: Jurassic 
Park", and was a highly-ac¬ 
claimed theatre and television 
performer. 

Postlethwaite was bom to a 
working-class Catholic family 
in Warrington, Lancashire, in 
Febmary 1946, the youngest of 
four children. 

He trained as a teacher but 
gave it up by the age of 24 to 
train as an actor at the Bristol 
Old Vic theatre, taking a job as 
a sheet metal worker making 
beer kegs to get by. 

Honing his skills on stage 
with Liverpool's Everyman 
Theatre, he then joined the 
Royal Shakespeare Company 
in the mid-1980s, meeting the 
Queen after a performance of 
"Taming Of The Shrew". 


"My mother always thought 
that acting was a phase," he 
said. 

"But when she saw me with 
the Queen, she finally accepted 
that I was serious about it." 

His first film appearance 
was a minor part in the "The 
Duellists" (1977), directed by 
Ridley Scott. 

However, his leading role 
as a terrifying father in the 
1988 British film "Distant 
Voices, Still Lives" — consid¬ 
ered by some an overlooked 
masterpiece — brought him 
wider recognition. 

He broke into Hollywood, 
appearing alongside Mel Gib¬ 
son in "Hamlet" (1990), "Alien 
3" (1992) and "The Last of the 
Mohicans" in the same year. 

His performance as quiet, 
devoted parent Giuseppe Con- 
Ion in "In the Name of the Fa¬ 
ther" (1994), was one of his 
finest and earned him an Oscar 
nomination. 

The film was about the 
wrongful convictions of the so- 
called Guildford Four for an 
Irish Republican Army bomb 
attack. 

He went on to appear as the 
mysterious Kobayashi in "The 
Usual Suspects" (1995), in the 
British hit film "Brassed Off 
(1996) and director Baz 



Luhrmann's adaptation of 
"Romeo and Juliet" (1996). 

Postlethwaite appeared in 
two 1997 films directed by 
Steven Spielberg, "The Lost 
World: Jurassic Park" and 
"Amistad". 

Spielberg described him as 
"the best actor in the world". 

In response, Postlethwaite 
joked: "I'm sure what Spiel¬ 
berg actually said was, 'the 
thing about Pete is that he 
thinks he's the best actor in the 
world'." 

In 2004, Postlethwaite was 
recognised by his country, 
being made an OBE for his 
services to drama. 

He continued working de¬ 
spite his condition, appearing 
last year in "Ironclad", "Clash 
of the Titans", "Inception" and 
"The Town". 

He is survived by his wife, 
Jacqui, his son Will and daugh¬ 
ter, Lily.

KANDAL, Cambodia (AFP) 
- Hundreds of Cambodians 
this week celebrated an un¬ 
usual wedding ceremony — 
for a pair of pythons — who 
they believe will bring good 
luck to their villages. 

The marriage of serpent 
bride Chamreun to groom, 
Krong Pich, was held in Vil¬ 
lage One in Kandal province, 
about 20 kilometres (12 miles) 
south of the capital Phnom 
Penh, and attracted nearly 
1,000 people, according to 
witnesses. 

"We organised the wedding 
ceremony for the pythons in 
order to oust bad things and 
bring good luck and happiness 
for our villages," said 41-year- 
old Neth Vy, Chamreun's 
owner. 

Neth Vy said his family had 
raised Chamreun in their 
home since 1994, after the 
then finger-sized snake got 
caught in his fishing net in a 
lake. 

He said Chamreun had 
gone missing for over a month 
but was found a week ago, at 
the same time people in his 
neighbouring village caught a 
male python, which they 
named Krong Pich. 

Old villagers decided to 


wed the two pythons after a 
boy, who was believed to be 
spirit-possessed, said Krong 
Pich wanted to marry Cham¬ 
reun, or "people in the villages 
will suffer illnesses and bad 
luck," Neth Vy told AFP. 

He said some fortune 
tellers had also appealed for 
the marriage between the 
pythons in order to bring 
"good luck and harmony for 
the people in the villages". 

"So we held the wedding 
ceremony for the pythons with 
blessings from Buddhist 
monks, in accordance with our 


tradition," he said. 

Many people offered 
money and prayed after the 
pythons were placed in the 
same cage following the reli¬ 
gious ceremony. 

"It surprised me. Since I 
was born I have never seen 
snakes get married," said Penh 
Kong, a 56-year-old vendor, 
while admired the happy cou¬ 
ple. 

Many Cambodians are 
highly superstitious, particu¬ 
larly in the countryside where 
people continue to merge ani- 
mist practices with Buddhism. 
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Federer and Nadal take first steps 


DOHA (AFP) - Roger Fed¬ 
erer and Rafa Nadal took 
very different first steps to¬ 
wards what could be the 23rd 
shoot-out of their famous ri¬ 
valry on Saturday in the 
Qatar Open. 

Nadal, the youngest player 
ever to win all four Grand 
Slams, won comfortably 
against Karol Beck, his 6-3, 
6-0 success over the former 
top 40 Slovakian containing 
trademark heavyweight fore¬ 
hands struck from improba¬ 
ble positions. 

But Federer, the holder of 
a record 16 Grand Slam titles, 
had to survive three succes¬ 
sive set points against 
Thomas Schoorel and to save 
six break points in all in a 7- 
6 (7-3), 6-4 win. 

Federer also brought the 
house down just before the 
end by striking a sensational 
winner from between his 
legs, which he described as 
one of the best shots of his 
career. But the legend gave 
praise to the 21-year-old 
Dutch qualifier. 

M I thought he was a better 
player in the first set,” Fed¬ 
erer said. ”1 really felt I 
started getting into the match 
once I saved those set points, 
so I just got a bit of a better 
read on his serve. 

”1 was able to stay calm, 
go after what I wanted to do, 



you know, to play really 
tough tennis.” 

Nadal never looked like 
suffering alarms. He bristled 
muscular aggression in the 
cool, slowish evening condi¬ 
tions which gave him more 
time to indulge his preference 
for running round his back¬ 
hand and hitting his clubbing 
forehand from everywhere. 

He also served very well. 
Breaking serve at the first at¬ 
tempt gave him a grip on the 
first set which he never relin¬ 
quished, closing it out with 
two superb first serves in the 
last game. 

Nadal then moved into al¬ 
most complete control 
against an opponent who 
often played some fine ral¬ 
lies, without winning very 
many of them. 

Even when Nadal slipped 


to 15-40 as he attempted to 
finish the match, he never 
looked like dropping the 
game. He saved the two 
break points with an ace and 
a service winner, and then 
firmly corrected the on-court 
interviewer who suggested 
that it had been easy. 

”It was not easy,” Nadal 
maintained. ”It f s important 
not to underestimate the op¬ 
ponent and it’s difficult to 
keep my standard high. 

Nadal next plays Lukas 
Lacko, the world number 89 
from Slovakia, who survived 
on the edge of defeat 
throughout much of a two- 
hour 37-minute contest and 
prevented an all-Spanish 
clash by beating Pere Riba 5- 
7, 7-6 (9-7), 7-6 (7-4). 

Federer however will have 
an all-Swiss encounter. His 
second round is against 
Marco Chiudinelli, a qualifier 
from Fuellinsdorf who also 
came back from the brink 
during a 3-6, 7-6(7-3), 6-3 
win over Reda El Amrani, a 
wild card entry from Mo¬ 
rocco. 

Nadal could find himself 
with a quarter-final with 
Ernests Gulbis, the fifth- 
seeded Latvian who again 
showed what a dangerous tal¬ 
ent he is, beating Victor 
Hanescu, the former top 30 
Romanian, by 6-3, 7-6 (8-6). 


Masters makes videogame debut, boosts 
Tiger brand 


REDWOOD CITY (AFP) - 
Tiger Woods, whose brand 
name was tarnished mightily 
by the sex scandal that 
erupted around him last year, 
has a new partner with a 
highly regarded image - Au¬ 
gusta National Golf Club. 

The fabled home course of 
the Masters, nestled among 
the Georgia pine trees, will be 
featured in a videogame for 
the first time in the next edi¬ 
tion of the Tiger Woods se¬ 
ries, officials announced 
Tuesday. 

Augusta National chair¬ 
man Billy Payne and Elec¬ 
tronic Arts Incorporated 
officials collaborated for 
three years to give video golf 
fans an unprecedented 
chance to play for a virtual 


green jacket, the symbol of 
Masters supremacy. 

’’There are many new and 
unique elements in the game 
that will make everyone feel 
like they’re really competing 
at Augusta National,” Woods 
said. ’’This is great for the 
sport and will connect a new 
audience with the Masters.” 

The move shows a re-em¬ 
bracing of Woods only nine 
months after Payne scolded 
Woods for the scandal that 
embroiled Woods last year, 
the first winless season of his 
career, and led to the divorce 
of Woods and Elin Norde- 
gren. 

EA Sports will release 
Tiger Woods PGA Tour 12: 
The Masters in North Amer¬ 
ica on March 29 and world¬ 


wide on April 1 on Wii, Xbox 
360 and Playstation3 con¬ 
soles. Augusta and five other 
courses are included in a spe¬ 
cial edition for Playstation3. 

The timing is just days be¬ 
fore the world’s best golfers 
gather in Augusta, Georgia, 
for the April 7 start of the 
2011 Masters, the next major 
championship event. 

Woods ended a five- 
month break from golf at last 
year’s Masters, where Payne 
noted how Woods had ’’dis¬ 
appointed us all” by admit¬ 
ting infidelity with multiple 
mistresses. 

”Our hero did not live up 
to the expectations of the role 
model we saw for our chil¬ 
dren,” Payne said last April. 
”He forgot in the process to 
remember that with fame and 
fortune comes responsibility, 
not invisibility.” 

EA Sports and Nike were 
the major sponsors who 
stayed with Woods as the 
scope of the scandal became 
public, the billion-dollar 
pitchman having been re¬ 
moved from advertisements 
by several other prominent 
firms.

'Great day for Test cricket 1 
as Tendulkar, Steyn battle 


CAPE TOWN (AFP) - 
Sachin Tendulkar and Dale 
Steyn fought out a titanic bat¬ 
tle before India took a two- 
run first innings lead on the 
third day of the third and final 
Test against South Africa at 
Newlands on Tuesday. 

Tendulkar, Test cricket's 
all-time leading run-scorer, 
made 146 in an Indian total 
of 364, while Steyn, the 
world's number one fast 
bowler, took five for 75. 

By the close, South Africa 
had reached 52 for two in 
their second innings to be 50 
runs ahead with eight wickets 
standing. South African cap¬ 
tain Graeme Smith was 
trapped leg before wicket by 
off- spinner Harbhajan Singh 
for 29 shortly before the close 
and was quickly followed by 
nightwatchman Paul Harris. 

With the series between 
the world's two leading Test 
nations locked at one-all, it 
may take something special 
from one of the two sides to 
force a result during the re¬ 
maining two days. 

But something special was 
what Tendulkar and Steyn 
produced for 16 000 en¬ 
thralled spectators. 

"It was a great day for Test 
cricket," said Harbhajan. 
"Sachin got another brilliant 


hundred and Steyn bowled 
brilliantly. You can't ask for 
more." 

It was not one of Ten¬ 
dulkar's most fluent innings. 
Indeed, Steyn beat his bat 
several times during two blis¬ 
tering spells against the mas¬ 
ter batsman. But Tendulkar 
never lost his composure as 
he battled to his 51st Test 
century on a pitch which al¬ 
ways offered some assistance 
to the bowlers. 

Only two other batsmen 
made scores of any signifi¬ 
cance. Opening batsman 
Gautam Gambhir struggled 
to 93 and shared a third 
wicket stand of 176 with Ten¬ 
dulkar, while Harbhajan 
Singh was typically unortho¬ 
dox as he hit 40 and put on 76 
for the seventh wicket with 
Tendulkar. 

Steyn was magnificent, 
bowling at high pace and get¬ 
ting late away swing, al¬ 
though he had no luck in his 
first spell of the day. He 
bowled five overs, all to Ten¬ 
dulkar, had an appeal for a 
catch behind turned down 
and conceded ten runs, six of 
which were off the edge of 
the bat while Tendulkar man¬ 
aged one sumptuous cover 
drive for four.

Hours after unveiling the new 
logo for the Rio 2016 
Olympics, organizers were 
denying charges of plagia¬ 
rism. 


Organizers of 
the 2016 Olympics, 
to be held in Rio, 
Brazil, trotted out 
their new logo as 
part of an elaborate 
beach party on 
New Years Eve, 
and Brazilian 
media were quick 
to claim that the de¬ 
sign looked re¬ 
markably like the 
logo for The Tel- 
luride Foundation, 
based in Colorado. 
Fred Gelli, director 
of Tatil, the Brazil¬ 
ian agency that cre¬ 
ated the logo, 
denied any accusa¬ 
tions of plagiarism, 
telling newspaper 
reporters his company did ex¬ 
tensive research to guarantee 
the design was unique. Gelli 
acknowledged a “similarity” 
with the foundation’s logo, 


but said the general concept 
of people embracing each 
other is not novel. 

The flowing symbol re¬ 
sembles three figures — or¬ 
ange, green and blue — 
embraced at the arms and in 
a flowing dance. 

’’The logo for Rio's 2016 
Games conveys passion and 
transformation. The passion 
of all Cariocas and Brazilians 
for sport and celebration," 
said Carlos Nuzman, presi¬ 
dent of the Rio Olympic or¬ 
ganizing committee, 

"Carioca" being a nickname 
for Rio's citizens. "And the 
transformation that the 
Games are already bringing 
to Rio and to Brazil." 

Organizers say the logo is 
based on four concepts: con¬ 
tagious energy, harmonious 
diversity, exuberant nature 
and the Olympic spirit. 

The Rio Olympics will be 
the first in South America. 


Jets lawyer: 

Massage therapists lawsuit 
without merit 


NEW YORK (AFP) - A law¬ 
suit by two massage thera¬ 
pists claiming sexual 
harassment from Brett Favre 
and the loss of work with the 
New York Jets after spuming 
his advances is "without 
merit", the NFF team said 
Tuesday. 

A statement from Gary H. 
Glaser, employment counsel 
to the Jets, also said the team 
looks forward to taking the 
matter to court and expects to 
win there because the club 
had not been aware of the ac¬ 
cusations. 

"Unfortunately, the plain¬ 
tiffs never reported the alle¬ 
gations to the Jets, either 
during or after the conclusion 
of their work," Glaser said. 

"The case against the Jets 
is completely without merit 
and we look forward to de¬ 
fending the matter in court, 
where we are confident that 
the Jets will prevail." 

The lawsuit filed Monday 
by Christina Scavo and Shan¬ 
non O'Toole against the Jets, 
NFF all-time passing yardage 
leader Favre and Jets mas¬ 
sage program coordinator 
Fisa Ripi concerns lewd e- 
mails allegedly sent by Favre 


in 2008. 

Favre came out of retire¬ 
ment to play for the Jets in 
2008, ended another retire¬ 
ment to return with Min¬ 
nesota in 2009 and made 
another comeback in 2010 
with the Vikings, vowing that 
last Sunday's loss at Detroit 
was his final game. 

Scavo and O'Toole said 
Favre sent an e-mail after a 
massage session seeking 
more than the usual mbdown. 

"Brett here, you and crissy 
want to get together im all 
alone," Favre texted, accord¬ 
ing to the lawsuit, then fol¬ 
lowed up with "Kinda lonely 
tonight I guess I have bad in¬ 
tentions." 

Scavo told her husband 
about the text messages and 
he telephoned Favre asking 
for him to stop them and 
apologize, but Favre refused, 
according to the lawsuit. 

Favre was fined 50,000 
dollars last week by the NFF 
for refusing to cooperate in 
their investigation of a sexual 
harassment claim by Jenn 
Sterger, a former game host¬ 
ess with the Jets. The league 
could not link Favre to lewd 
texts sent to Sterger.
